India Will Soon Be. Making He 
Own. Airplanes $ 

India will have a completely self- 
sufficient aircraft industry within 20 
years, according to a decision made 
by the Government of India. Produc- 
tion will start shortly at Bangalore, 
where a repair'<nd maintenance fac- 
tory is already in existence. 

Planes will be turned out both for 
the Royal Indian Air Force and for 
the needs of civilian aviation. It is 
anticipated that the first aircraft will 
come out of the factory in less than 
18 months, 

The decision is based on the recom- 
mendation of the United Kingdom 
Aircraft Mission which was invited 
to Inda in March, 1946. It has been 
decided that a special airplane should 
be manufactured to suit Indian con- 
ditions. :
